The man who denounces the prohibition | 
laws because they are so often violated is certamly 
incons'steni if he at the same time participates in this | 
violation. To hold up one’s hands in holy horror at | 
the bootlegger and then patronize that unscrupulous | 
gentleman to the extent of eight or ten dollars a quart | 
for illegal poison is inconsistent lo say the least. 

If law. violation is general and is so terrible as 
most of us think i. is, then it is our duty certainly 
to discourage further violation by not patronizing the 
bootlegger ourselves. . 

As President Hoover says, any goed citizen has 
the right to work openly for the repeal of any law 
of which he disapvreves, Lu. he certainly has nol tee 
ght as a good American to attempt to break dows 
the Jaw by helping to violate it. Such procedure only 
adds to general public demoralizat‘on and ts certain- 
ly agains: the public policy.
